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WEEKLY LETTER 
POTATOES 

The potato as an important 
crop in southern Alberta is not 
being overlooked in the work on 
this Station. Tne potatoes in 
the pits will all be sorted be¬ 
fore spring work commences. 
Spoiled potatoes will b© remov¬ 
ed and the small ones separated 
from the others. The best of 
the partly spoiled or misshapen 
potatoes are used for food while 
the poorer lots are either discar 
ded entirely or fed to the pigs 
and chickens. 

Care is given to the selection 
of seed, specially to the shape, 
smoothness and trueness to type 
oH the variety. Each year pot- 
potatoes are entered for certific 
ation in the nation wide potato 
seed certification programme of 
the Federal Department of Agr¬ 
iculture. Incidentally this year 
field lots of lx)th Irish Cobbler 
and Russet Burrbank varieties 
were certified at this Station. 
There has been a big demand 
for certified potato *seed and 
while a quantity was raised all 
of the Station supply has been 
sold. A number of other potato 
growers i n southern Alta, how¬ 
ever have had their seed certif¬ 
ied and the names of these can 
be secured by writing to this 
Station. 

In salving seed from 1000 to 
1500 pounds per acre are reser 
ved for each acre that is to be 
planted. If medium sized seed is 
used, which is preferable about 
1200 pounds are required. 

One interesting feature notic 
ed i n our cellar is that all of 
the small potatoes of the Irish 
Cobbler variety have been sw- 
ed for sprouting for early potat 
oe?rf This sprouting is accomplish 


•d by spreading these small 
potatoes out in a light attic 
iloom where the temperature 
ranges from 50 degrees tp 65 
degrees above zero most of the 
time and never drops to freez¬ 
ing. When placing these potat¬ 
oes in the attic for sprouting 
they are either laid on the floor 
or in flats care being take n to 
place seed ends up. The Head 
Gardener advises that the r *om 
shoud be light enough to cause 
the potato skins to turn a dist 
inct greenish shade & i n about 
three to four weeks sprouts 
will appear and in another 2 or 
3 weeks these will be from one- 
quarter to one-half an inch long 
and read for planting. 

These sprouted potatoes arc 
planted whole as the unbrokeo 
skin protects the tuber from 
rotting in the cold soil. They 
are put in about the middle of 
April, or a s early rs the season 
will permit the planting of 
hardy vegetables. Sprouted pot¬ 
atoes, of an early variety like 
Irish Cobbler, planted by the 
middle of April should be ready 
for table use under favourable 
conditions by the first of July. 

Farmetrs do not need to be re 
minded that there is but a lini 
ited market for potatoes esoec- 
jhlly if a good crop is raised on 
the prairies. Anyone contem¬ 
plating planting a large acreage 
should bear this i n mind. It is 
also evident that onlv wel-sel- 
ected potatoes should !>e placed 
on the market.
